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The Many Claimants to the Turkish 
Will Get Busy in a Few MonthsS

London, Sept. 22.—Although the Sul- 
tan has recovered sufficiently from 
his serious illness to enable him 
drive once more in state to public 
prayers at the Mosque of St..Sofia on 
Fridays, and to grant audiences tosome 
of the foreign ambassadors, yet he is 


to 


in a very alarming condition of health 
‘\being “afflicted with a complication of 
incurable diseases—one of which is of 


a renal character—and which is likely 


‘te bring about his death at an Early 


date very suddenly and without warn- 
ing. To such an extent is this fact 


known and appreciated abroad, that the 
principal naval powers are holding their 
Meditterranean squadrons in readiness 
and sail for Constantinopie at a mo- 
ment’s notice, in order to be on hand 
to protect foreign life and property 
during tHe popular disturbances, which 
are certain to break out in the Turk- 
ish capitel as soon as Abdul Haid 
breathes his last. 


Protection of the foreign residents of 
Stamboul is the plea on whicn_ the 


foreign war ships will sail through the 
straits of the Bosphorus, regardless 
of the prohibitory provisions of the 
Dardanelles treaty. But still more im- 
portant object of this move will be the 
anxiety by each one of the foreign pow- 
ers coneertiad to “the othess from 
gaining any, adv htag 2 by. the Janding 
of armed forces, or from the seizure of 
strategicai points from which it would 
be difficult subsequently to dislocge 
them. 

That disturbances will ensue on: the 
death of the Sultan is inevitable, in 
view of the complications that are 
certain to assist in connection with the 
succession to his throne. It is no sec- 
ret that he is bent upon bequeathing 
his sceptre to his favorite son, Prince 
Burhaneddin, and there is every reas- 
on to believe the stories current to the 
effect that he has secured the support 
of the Sheik-ul-Islam—the principal ec- 
cleiasiical end judicial dignitary of the 
Ottoman empire—and of a number of 
the leading Turkish statesmen to the 
project. That the latter can be exe- 
cuted without bloodshed is well-nigh 
impossible. For SBurhaneddin’s § ac- 
cession would entail exclusion from 
the succession of no less than twelve 
other princes, some of them his own 
elder brothers, and all of whose 
rights are prior to his son. 

According to Koranic requirements 
and te Ottoman _ law, the heir! appar 
ent is the eldest surviving son or 
grandson of any one Sultan; that is to 
say, not necessarily the off-spring of 
the reigning Padithah, and thus it hap- 
pens that the heir-apparent is usually 
the latter’s younger brother or his 
nephew. Thanks to this rule, the 
prince whe now stands next in line of 
succession is Reschad Effendi, a young- 
er brother of the present Sulian, and 
who is stated to have lately resigned 
his rights to the throne in consequence 
of his suffering from acute diabetes. 
Next to Reschad comes Prince Ahmed 
Youtsouf, sone of the late Abdul Assiz, 
and therefore a first cousin of the pres- 
ent ruler. Then comes another young- 
er brother of the present Sultan name- 
ly Sulliman Effendi, then two other 
sons of the late Sultan Abdul Assiz, 
then a couple of sons of the late Su‘- 
tan Murad, and several older sons of 
the present Sultan. 

Now, with the exception of Prince 
Burhaneddin, none of the princes: just 
named as being in the line of ‘suc+ 
cession enjoys any liberty whatso- 
ever. They are to all intents and 


purposes prisoners of state, regeive 
scant pecuniary allowances, irregularly 
paid, and are not allowed to leave the 


houses and grounds to which they are 
confined without the express permission 
of the sultan. Sentries are posted at 
the gates, and many men have been 
exiled for attempting to gain access to 
them. Accasionally, Prince Selim, the 
eldest son of the sultan, is permitted 
to drive outside the confines of his 
park, but always in a closed carriages, 
at a foot’s pace, and rigorously guard- 
ed by an armed escort, mounted and 
on foot. None of these princes have 
ever been in Pera, the foreign quar- 
ter of the city during the present 
reign. But Prince Burhaddin is often 
there. It is he who invariably accom- 
panies his father to and from the 
mosque on Fridays. He alone of the 
members of the imperial family, at- 
tends the state banquets given by the 
sultan, and he is a frequent visitor to 
the German embassy, where he plays 
dueis with the elderly but wonderfully 
gifted ambassadress.
